He likes the wind 

Gore sets Earth-friendly enei^ goal for next president to heed 


WASHINGTON Just as John F, Kennedy set 
his sights on the moon, Al Gore is chal- 
lenging the nation to produce every kilo- 
watt of electricity through wind, sun and 
other Earth-friendly energy sources with- 
in 10 years, an audacious goal he hopes 
the next president wih embrace. 

The Nobel Prize-winning former vice 
president said fellow Democrat Barack 
Obama and Republican rivaljohn McCain 
are “way ahead” of most politicians in the 
fight against global climate change. 

Rising fuel costs, climate change and 
the national security threats posed by 
U,S, dependence on foreign oil are con- 
spiring to create “a new political environ- 
ment” that Gore said will sustain bold 
and expensive steps to wean the nation 
off fossil fuels, 

“I have never seen an opportunity for 
the country like the one that’s emerging 
now,” Gore told The Associated Press 
in an interview previewing a speech on 
global warming he planned to give Thurs- 
day in Washington, 

In his speech. Gore said some of the 
nation’s biggest success stories have come 
from making commitments to goals well 
beyond the next election, citing the Mar-

shah plan for rebuilding Europe, Social 
Security and the interstate highway system, 
in addition to putting a man on the moon, 
“A political promise to do something 
40 years from now is universahy ignored 
because everyone knows that’s meaning- 
less,” he said, “Ten years is about the max- 
imum time that we as a nation can hold a 
steady aim and hit the target,” 

He said it also coincides with experts’ 
predictions that unless dramatic chang- 
es to reduce global warming poUution are 


made within the next decade, “our ability 
to ever recover from this environmental 
crisis” may be lost. 

Gore said the single most important 
policy change would be placing a carbon 
tax on burning oil and coal. 

The Alliance for Climate Protection, a 
bipartisan group he leads, estimates the 
cost of transforming the U,S, to clean elec- 
tricity sources at $1,5 trillion to $3 triUion 
over 30 years in public and private money 

Called an alarmist by conservatives. 
Gore has made global warming his sig- 
nature issue. He portrayed Thursday’s 
speech as the latest and most important 
phase in his effort to build public opinion 
in favor of alternative fuels. 

Gore knows politicians fear action 
unless voters are willing to sacrifice— and 
demand new fuels, 

“I hope to contribute to a new politi- 
cal environment in this country that will 
allow the next president to do what I 
think the next president is going to think 
is the right thing to do,” Gore said, “But 
the people have to play a part,” He com- 
pared his challenge to Kennedy’s pledge 
in May 1961 to land a man on the moon 
by the end of the decade.

U.S. attorney says Cook 
County Jail falls short 
of basic standards

Cook County Jail does not meet mini- 
mum constitutional standards and routine- 
ly puts inmates at serious risk, U.S. Atty Pat- 
rick Fitzgerald said Thursday at a news con- 
ference following the release of a scathing 
Justice Department report on the facility 

The jail falls well short of basic stan- 
dards, Fitzgerald said, and inmates have 
been subjected to violence and poor medi- 
cal care as a result. Among the chief con- 
cerns is that the jail fails to protect inmates 
against beatings, both by corrections offi- 
cers and other prisoners. 

Some guards have engaged in organized 
reprisals against inmates who insult them, 
Fitzgerald said. 

Health care also is a serious problem, 
the Justice Department found. The report 
cited an example of an inmate who con- 
tracted sepsis from an untreated gunshot 
wound and died. Another had to have a 
limb amputated. 

“When you’re talking about unneces- 
sary amputations and death, you have a

serious problem,” Fitzgerald said. 

In another instance, there was no inves- 
tigation of the death of an inmate because 
he died in a medical facility outside the 
jail. He had been found unconscious, how- 
ever, in a jail cell. 

Federal prosecutors credited county 
officials for being cooperative during the 
investigation. Asst. U.S. Atty Joan Laser, 
who is leading the effort in Chicago, said 
officials also made some quick fixes to 
some problems that were pointed out, 
including removing metal plating in one 
jail area that was blocking ventilation. 

In a written response Thursday after- 
noon, Sheriff Tom Dart, whose office runs 
the jail, acknowledged that large institu- 
tions can become insulated to change, but 
he criticized the report for not placing its 
findings in proper context. 


“{The] report often relied on inflamma- 
tory language and draws conclusions based 
on anecdotes and hearsay from inmates,” he 
said in the four-page statement. “The {Jus- 
tice Department] report’s allegations of sys- 
temic violations of civil rights at the jail are 
categorically denied by the Sheriff’s Office.” 

Dart said the report glossed over or 
ignored key improvements implemented 
before and after the government began its 
investigation. 

The sheriff also countered the report’s 
allegations that guards were able to beat 
and abuse inmates with little fear of inves- 
tigation or discipline. Dart criticized 
the federal team for ignoring the week- 
ly meetings he and his staff hold to track 
and review inmate fights, use of force and 
employee conduct. 

Though he said the Justice Department 
team attended one such meeting, it made 
no mention of that in the report. 

“Instead, the {Justice Department] 
report cherry-picked statistics from 
an accountability meeting spreadsheet 
detailing one week in which an unusually 
high number of fights had occurred and 
cited this individual ‘snapshot’ of data as 
an example of ‘unchecked’ violence at the 
jail,” the statement said. 


Governor’s move 
could pave way 
for transit cuts

Mass-transit service cuts or fare 
hikes might be needed to make up for a 
$37.3 million fare subsidy that Gov. 
Blagojevich chopped from the state’s 
budget. Regional Transportation 
Authority officials warned Thursday 

Most of the money helped cover 
the free rides 
Blagojevich gave 
senior citizens 
in January. The 
rest subsidized 
a long-standing 
program provid- 
ing reduced-fare 
rides for students 
and the disabled. 

Losingthemon- 
ey could make it 
even tougher for 
the transit agen- 
cies to pay for free 
rides for the low- 
income disabled, a 
program the legis- 
lature approved in 
May that is await- 
ing the governor’s 
signature. 

RTA Executive 
Director Steve 
Schlickmancalled 
Blagojevich’s veto 
of the subsidy last 
week “an unfortu- 
nate action.” 

“The impact is 
still being evaluated, but it would cre- 
ate a budget hole that would need to be 
addressed by reducing costs or increas- 
ing revenue,” he said. 

Without the subsidy, the RTA esti- 
mates it would cost at least $59 million 
to provide free rides for seniors as well 
as reduced fares for students and the 
disabled, he said. 

Schlickman held out hope that the 
legislature could tackle the funding 
shortage in the fall. 

Of the $37.3 million, about $31 mil- 
lion was earmarked for the CTA and $3 
million apiece for Metra and Pace. 

Kelley Quinn, a Blagojevich spokes- 
woman, said Thursday that the gover- 
nor had no course but to lop $1.4 billion 
from the $59 billion budget legislators 
sent him because there wasn’t enough 
revenue to cover expenses. 

“We had a $2 billion deficit to make 
up,” Quinn said.

aggravated battery, armed robbery, felony 
cannabis possession and unlawful use of 
a weapon by a felon, police Cmdr. Gary 
Yamashiroya said. 

Castaldo, whose last known address 
was in the 4500 block of South Michigan 
Avenue, attacked a woman who was trying 
to enter her apartment early Tuesday near 
the intersection of Schiller and State Streets, 


Yamashiroya said. At about 2:30 a.m., 
Castaldo struck the woman in the head and 
took her cell phone and keys, he said. 

“It was a pretty bad attack,” Yamashiroya 
said. “She got hit pretty hard.” 

Police also are investigating whether 
Castaldo may have assaulted a woman in 
Lakeview last summer. He was arrested and 
charged with using the woman’s credit cards 
in August but not charged with attacking 
her. Those charges are still pending. 

Castaldo has been convicted of charges 
including burglary and attempted 
burglary, theft, property damage and 
communication with a juror, according to 
court records.

Dad mourns 
slain daughtor 

As he prepared for his young 
daughter’s services Friday, Richard 
Lyons Sr. struggled to hold back tears 
as he held photos for her obituary 

“I don’t believe yet that anything 
has happened to my baby,” Lyons said 
Thursday. “I made arrangements for 
my child, and it’s starting to sink in that 
I might not be able to see her again.” 

The 8400 block of South Gilbert 
Court was quiet Thursday as city 
crews finished cleaning up brush and 
limbs from a secluded alley where Mya 
Lyons, 9, was found stabbed Monday. 
An autopsy determined Mya died of 
multiple injuries in a homicide, and 
police said it was unlikely she was 
sexually assaulted. 

At a news conference on an unrelated 
matter, Supt. Jody Weis called the slaying 
a“very very sad case.” His spokeswoman, 
Monique Bond, said detectives do not 
have suspects and continue to talk to 
witnesses, family members and others 
who live on the street. 

Police have conducted DNA testing 
of neighbors and family members, 
Lyons said, including himself 

Mya’s grandmother, Elizabeth Lyons, 
said Thursday that the door was locked 
after Mya and her brother returned 
home Monday night. The girl must have 
left without permission, she said.

Mississippi sriil most obese state 


Mississippi, Alabama and Tennessee lead 
the nation when it comes to obesity, a gov- 
ernment survey reported Thursday 

More than 30 percent of adults in each 
of the states tipped the scales enough to 
ensure the South remains the nation’s fat- 
test region. 

Colorado was the least obese, with about 
19 percent fitting that category in a random 
telephone survey last year by the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention. 

The 2007 findings are similar to results

from the same survey the three previous 
years. Mississippi has had the highest obe- 
sity rate every year since 2004. But Ala- 
bama, Tennessee, West Virginia and Loui- 
siana also have clustered near the top of 
the list, often so close that the difference 


between their rates and Mississippi’s may 
not be statistically significant. 

Why is the South so heavy? The tradi- 
tional Southern diet— high in fat and fried 
food— may be part of the answer, said Dr. 
William Dietz, who heads CDC’s nutri- 
tion, physical activity and obesity division. 

Colorado, meanwhile, is a state with a 
reputation for exercise. It has plentiful bik- 
ing and hiking trails, and an elevation that 
causes the body to labor a bit more, Dietz 
said.

U.K. knife crimes 

LONDON School had just ended and 
Kodjo Yenga was walking home 
along a tree-lined London street when a 
gang of angry youths blocked his path. 

One held a snarling pit bull terrier that 
strained against its lead. Chants of “Kill 
him!” erupted from the mob. 

The teenagers, some of whom still wore 
their school uniforms, seized Yenga and 
one stabbed him in the heart. Witnesses 
heard members of the gang laugh as he lay 
dying in his girlfriend’s arms. 

His death, while shocking, was not 
a rare event: Britain is reeling from a 
spate of knife attacks including 12 stab- 
bing deaths — six involving the slaying of 
youths —in a single week this month. 

In a country where guns are scarce and 
account for only ii percent of homicides, 
knives are used in around two-thirds of 
killings. Nationwide statistics for knife 
crimes among youths are not available. 
But in London, the number of teenage 
murders, which held steady at under 20 
per year between 2000 and 2006, rose to 
26 last year and already stands at 19 for the 
first seven months of 2008 — the majority 
of them stabbing deaths.

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New schedule, new convention— 
it’s a busy time for Hawks fans

The calendar may read July but it will be sweater weather in 
Chicago this weekend. 

The inaugural Blackhawks Convention will draw around 
8,000 Hawks fans— many wearing jerseys adorned with the 
Indian head— to Michigan Avenue intent on a midsummer 
hockey fix. 

The three-day event, the brainchild of team President John 
McDonough, will be held Friday 
through Sunday at the Hilton Chi- 
cago and will feature seminars and 
autograph sessions with current and 
former Hawks players, broadcasters 
and members of the front office. 

“This gives Blackhawks fans an 
opportunity in the middle of the 
summer to celebrate their com- 
mitment to the Blackhawks,” said 
McDonough, who began the tradi- 
tion of the often-copied fan conven- 
tion with the first Cubs Convention 
in January 1986. 

“You’re virtually going to have 
every player from the current roster 
and many of our great players, and 
they’re going to be in question-and- 
answer sessions. Fans are going to 
be able to ask the general manager 
questions, the president of the team 
questions, the owner questions and 
the players questions. And they’ll be 
able to get autographs of all the cur- 
rent and former players. It’s going 
to be something they’ve never seen 
before.” 

In addition to gathering cur- 
rent Hawks players, including new 
defenseman Brian Campbell, Pat- 
rick Kane, Jonathan Toews, Patrick 
Sharp and Duncan Keith, former 
Hawks greats Stan Mikita, Bob- 
by Hull, Tony Esposito and Denis 
Savard, among others, also will 
attend. 

“For years Blackhawks fans prob- 
ably have heard about the Cubs 
Convention and SoxFest and there 
probably was a craving to have 

one of these events of their own, and now they have one,” 
McDonough said. “It’s going to be a wild weekend. 

“The fun part for me is I’ve been through 24 of them {with 
the Cubs]. They’ve never been through one. I know what’s 
coming, but they don’t. I think they’re going to be over- 
whelmed and awestruck.” 

The event, which kicks off with Opening Ceremonies on 
Friday night, sold out in two weeks. 

“We couldn’t have sold one more ticket, one more room, 
one more anything,” McDonough said. 

“The fact that it sold out in two weeks really was a testimo- 
ny of the fact that there is just an incredible hunger among 
our fan base to see good things happen to the Chicago Black- 
hawks. It’s going to be a revival; it’s going to be a rally; it’s going 
to be special.”

South Beach style 

Beginning in the spring of 2006, a pair of musicians 
from snowy locales (Chicago and Philadelphia) started 
working on an album partially inspired by the persistent 
humidity and neon glitz of Miami— a city neither had 
visited.

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Success of local acts puts 
Chi-town on the music map

Get ready to rock out, unsigned local artists. 

The meteoric rise of homegrown artists including 
Fall Out Boy, Kanye West, Disturbed and Tung Berg is 
helping the TGndy City gain newfound respect from 
record labels. Add social networking sites and inex- 
pensive recording technology to the making-the-band 
equation, and artists with talent' have an increasing shot 
at success— that is, if they catch the eyes (and the ears) 
of the right people. 

One Power (92,3-FM) executive and radio show host 
said local radio is increasingly embracing its own, and 
he has made it his personal goal to get local newbies 
exposure, 

“I love local talent,” said 27-year-old Seandale Hunley 
known as Seandale when hosting his locally focused “Chi- 
cago Power Hour” on the radio and “RawTV” on WFLD- 
TV The TV show is a visual extension of what the West 
Side native has been doing on the radio for the past two 
years: spotlighting Chi-town talent, “We, in the local 
industry need to help our artists reach that next level,” 

Another staunch supporter of Chicago talent is Q (loi- 
FM) show host and local music director Chris Miller,

known on the radio as Chris Payne, Payne— an attorney 
by day — spends his Sunday nights filling the airwaves with 
the sound of promising Chicago artists during his “Local 
lOi” program, 

“Fve fallen in love with indie music,” said Payne, 
who counts Plain White T’s, OK Go and Rise Against 
among the now-national acts he helped introduce 
through his hourlong program, 

Payne, who lives in Evanston, also leverages con- 
nections with record label executives to boost certain 
bands, and even stages listening parties for emerging 
talents with executives from the American Society of 
Composers, Authors and Publishers. 

“This raises the level of competition,” Payne said, 
“These labels are coming to Chicago, but you have to 
offer them a quality product.” 

Payne can rattle off a list of artists who have that 
product, he said, including rockers The Frantic, Flowers 
for Dorian and hip-hop acts Kid Sister and David Cos- 
ta, But it could be anybody's game, Payne said, 

“I brought an executive here to listen to one band, 
and she fell in love with another,” Payne said of a recent 
Mobfest festival, “It's tough,” 

So who could be the next Lupe Fiasco or Rise Against? 
With the Pitchfork starting Friday and Lollapaloo- 
za on Aug, i, local audiences will get their chance to 
sample emerging local acts. In the meantime, RedEye 
introduces these four buzzworthy bands and artists, 
coming to a stage or a set of earphones near you,

Genevieve Schatz is kind of a big deal, according to 
Qioi's Payne, who lauded her “great singing voice,” Still, 
Schatz, 21, said she and the other members of the unsigned 
band Company of Thieves are struggling to make ends 
meet, “We're definitely below the poverty level,” Schatz, 
who lives in Ukrainian Village, said of herself and band 
members Marc Walloch and Mike Ortiz, both 22, 

“I just recently stopped baby-sitting because I don't 
have time for it anymore, V(b've all learned to make mon- 
ey stretch.

Money troubles aside. Company of Thieves, which 
formed in 2006, just ended a Midwest tour aimed at grow- 
ing its fan base.

Are you wilUng to sacrifice some rela- 
tionships with friends? Would you live in a van for 25 out 
of 30 days a month?'” 

The answer is yes for her, Schatz said, adding that the 
band is making headway Last year. Company of Thieves 
flew to New York to play an invite-only Yahoo! Billboard 
“next big thing” showcase. The band also builds buzz on 
its MySpace page. Company of Thieves has had “brushes 
with label deals,” Schatz said, but that isn't necessarily the 
priority at this point, 

“The great thing is we're having time to build our foun- 
dation, so when we take that next step [the label] won't be 
able to mold our house,” Schatz said, “They will just build 
on top of it,”

Enjoying the afterglow 

Syleena Johnson gets lost in her 
music. Clad in a flowing black, back- 
less dress and a cropped blue denim 
jacket, the R&B songstress bobbed 
her head as the sound of one of her 
singles, “Freedom,” boomed through 
a room of the Chicago Recording Stu- 
dios just off the Magnificent Mile on 
a recent Tuesday 

Johnson, 31, fresh off a two-year hia- 
tus from the music industry, recent- 
ly started her own label, Aneelys 
Records, and is independendy releas- 
ing her latest album, “Chapter 4: 
Labor Pains.” This after being signed 
to and releasing three previous albums 
with Jive Records, 

The singer, featured on the Kanye 
West hit “All Falls Down,” is happy to 
be on her own, even if she made the 
album on a “shoestring budget,” 

“I was naive when I got signed,” 
Johnson said of the record deal she 
snared while still a student at Illi- 
nois State. Johnson said she left 
school but remained downstate, 
assuming Jive would get her heavy 
radio rotation and aggressively pro- 
mote her as an artist. That failed to 
happen, most markedly with her 
third album, “Chapter Three: The 
Flesh,” Johnson said, and she decid- 
ed to strike out on her own. 

But there are challenges going the 
indie route, Johnson acknowledged. 
Primarily, a lack of airplay on local 
radio, which Johnson said, has “never 
been kind to local artists,” 

“But with the Internet, there are 
so many other ways to reach your 
audience and, of course, youVe got 
live performances, It^s a whole new 
world,” Johnson said. 


Signed, sealed and delivered 

The South Side-based rap trio known as Hot 
Stylz never expected to attend the 2008 BET Music 
Awards, The group members didn’t expect to meet 
one of their hip-hop idols, UGK’s Bun B, at the 
event. And they certainly didn’t expect to walk away 
with an award, according to Raydio G (government 
name: Ray Jones), who along with 24-year-old Gar- 
ren Hodge, a,k,a. Meatball, and 24-year-old Dimitry 
Johnson, a.k,a, Krazee, round out the humor-tinged 
rhyme crew of Hot Stylz, 

“I’m a college graduate. Northern Illinois, and I 
had a nice job in IT consultation,” said Raydio G, 23, 
who lives on the South Side, “We were happy at first 
just to have a YouTube hit and a MySpace hit, but 
there came a time to share it with the world,” 

The hit in question, originally titled “Lookin Ass 
[N-Word],” was originally an uncensored freestyle 
rap the crew has performed at colleges and talent 
shows since the ’90s, Raydio G said, 

“When we recorded the dirty YouTube version. 


we did it at my house,” Meatball said, “We were just 
having fun, and our creative juices were flowing, We 
enjoyed that for a while, but then we got the atten- 
tion of Yiingjoc,” 

Yung Joe, the Atlanta-based rapper, contacted 
Hot Stylz through their MySpace page, according to 
the trio, which initially thought it was a prank. But 
two days later, after verifying the contact was indeed 
from Yung Joe’s assistant. Hot Stylz flew out to 
Atlanta, recorded the more radio -friendly “Lookin 
Boy,” and signed with Ying Joe’s imprint— Swagg 
Team, offjive Records, 

The crew won the BET LOL/Laugh Out Loud 
award for funniest music video. But with bigger 
fame comes bigger haters, Raydio G said, 

“Some people call us a novelty act or a one-hit won- 
der, but that’s not what this is,” said Raydio G, add- 
ing that fans can expect even more humor and “igno- 
rance” in their upcoming album, “Y) Mama Got a 
Mustache,” due later this summer. “We are just being 
original and trying to touch the funny bone in rap,” 


Almost famous 

The Erantic has come a long way since it was paid 
in pizza, Kyle Dee, 18, the band’s vocalist and gui- 
tarist, said The Frantic— four Southwest suburban 
teens — originally formed when he was in eighth 
grade, and the band drew buzz by playing little cof- 
fee houses and other odd venues, 

“I remember one of our first shows,” Dee, who 
hails from Orland Park, said of the group that 
includes 19 -year-old Brett Harwell, and brothers Ian 
and Chris Farnesi, 18 and 19, respectively 

“We played this little pizza place in Lockport and 
it was an outdoor venue,” Dee said, “They paid us 
with a large pizza, and our fans came over and kept 
trying to eat it,” 

Approximately four years later. The Frantic is 
signed to a Blue Island-based label. Sinister Muse 
Records, and released its ii-track debut, ‘Audio & 
Murder,” last year. Dee and the band also are on to 
bigger and better venues, including planned stops 
at the House of Blues on July 26 and the Warped 
Tour on Aug, i.

Dr. Horrible is good! 

And that’s exactly his problem. The title 
character of the new Web musical, “Dr. 
Horrible’s Sing-Along Blog,” played by 
the lovable and unmenacing Neil Patrick 
Harris, dreams of gaining admission to the 
vaunted Evil League of Evil, home of the 
baddest baddies in the land. 

But he’s kidding himself Dr. H is too 
skittish to harm innocents or wreak much 
havoc. The ray guns he invents never seem 
to work that well, and his cackle is so 
wimpy he’s hired a voice coach. 

Plus, what kind of criminal mastermind 
has a blog? 

Ask Joss Whedon. He’s the guy who has 
built a career on bending genres. In “Bufly 
the Vampire Slayer,” he dreamed up a 
i6 -year-old girl who sent vampires to hell. 
And “Eirefly” Whedon’s short-lived 2002 
TV show, was a western, except in space. 

So it’s only fitting Whedon would cre- 
ate “Dr. Horrible.” He makes bad guys 
into good guys and good into bad, writes a 
superhero epic in which every three min- 
utes the characters break out in song and, 
most death-defying of all, puts the whole 


thing on the Internet. 

The first of the show’s three 15-min- 
ute episodes went live as Monday became 
Tuesday, and immediately, international 
viewers were screaming that they couldn’t 
watch it (the NBC/Universal-owned Hulu 
video player they were using didn’t work 
overseas). And those who tried to pay 
$1.99 to download the show from iTunes 
couldn’t do that either. By the time U.S. 
viewers woke up Tuesday, so many people 
were clamoring to watch the show that its 
Web site crashed completely 

Whedon tapped friends and called in 
favors to get the production staffed and 
cast during Hollywood’s writers’ strike. 
It doesn’t hurt, of course, that among his 
friends is Harris, a Broadway musical vet- 
eran and Emmy nominee. 

And for the role of Dr. Horrible’s nar- 
cissistic nemesis Capt. Hammer, Whedon 
phoned up buddy Nathan Eillion, the lead- 
ing man in Whedon’s “Eirefly” and an actor 
on “Desperate Housewives.” “Buffy” alum 
Eelicia Day, another trained singer, rounds 
out the cast— her lyrical performance as 
Dr. Horrible’s crush. Penny, is bound to 
paralyze geeks’ hearts. 


Even with the stars, the big crew and 
permission to use the Universal Studios 
backlot, “Dr. Horrible” retains a casual, 
low-stakes feel. Not quite YouTube-low, 
thankfully, but neither is there the slight- 
est evidence of corporate fingerprints — 
the Minus Touch. 

Harris remembered a scene during the 
seven-day shoot when the sun had gone 
down and there wasn’t enough light to get 
the shot. 

“Someone just grabbed a flashlight and 
shined it on my face,” he said. “We had the 


freedom to behave like professional ama- 
teurs. And that sort of worked into the 
vibe” of the show. 

A key element of that vibe is what 
Whedon called “the silly” 

“The things that have hit on the Internet 
have almost all had that quality,” Whedon 
wrote. “Erom ‘Star Wars’ kid, to The Land- 
lord,’ to 1,500 prisoners doing Thriller.’ 
Not just the I-made-it-myself aesthetic, but 
the truly transcendently goofy The absurd 
(which is important to me, as an Absurdist) 
is part of the Internet’s identity”

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Happy endings rub therapists the wrong way 


The professionals who give massages 
are more than therapists— the/re magi- 
cians. 

They make the day’s worth of work 
stress and pain residing in your muscles 
disappear. At times, they’re counselors, 
patiently listening to clients pour out 
their troubles. 

Massage therapists are not, however, 
hookers. 

They are not interested in the down- 
low rubdown— otherwise known as the 
“happy ending,” Most closely associated 
with seedy storefront dives frequented by 
men, the phenomenon is not unknown to 
womankind, 

“Sex and the City” the TV series, 
touched upon the subject as it relates to 
women. In one episode, Samantha gets 
word that a masseur performs special 
favors for his clients, so she treats the gals 
to a spa day— with benefits. 

How often do women actually get their 
jollies on massage tables? 

According to the Associated Body- 
work and Massage Professionals, the vast 
majority of massage clients — 69 per- 
cent-are women. Logic probably fol- 



lows, then, that it happens, if only rarely 
If you’re thinking about asking your 
therapist to give you a quick-release mas- 
sage, though, think again. The Chicago 
Department of Revenue licenses massage 
establishments, and owners also must 
undergo criminal background checks. So 
any legitimate massage center will not be 
offering any “extras,” 

Besides, requesting a happy ending is 
considered soliciting prostitution. It’s 
also gross, classless and— according to 
one Chicago therapist— downright offen- 
sive, 

“I find the idea of happy endings insult- 
ing,” said Iris Tashjian, a certified thera- 
pist on staff at Urban Oasis, “I love what 
I do, and wouldn’t want to cheapen the 
entire massage therapy profession by 
doing that,” 

Tashjian is particularly miffed by a 
recent article at tangomag.com that touts 


the benefits of happy-ending massag- 
es for ladies. According to the article’s 
author, Melissa Lafsky “Women are final- 
ly getting comfortable with the idea that 
it’s OK to feel erotic in what’s already a 
really erotic setting,” 

The problem with that, 

Tashjian says, is that a massage 
setting is supposed to be ther- 
apeutic, not kinky 
“Most of us want to create 
a safe place for the client to 
receive positive, therapeutic, 
non-sexual touch,” she told 
me, 

A certified graduate of 
the Chicago School of Mas- 
sage Therapy Tashjian herself 
hasn’t ever been hit up for a 
special favor by a client. 

If she were to be 
approached, she says she’d first react 
by issuing the client a gende warning. 
Then— if the customer persisted with 
the icky advances —she’d boot the client’s 
butt off the table and out the door, 

“I’d also let the management know 
about it so that the same client wouldn’t 


be able to try it again with another thera- 
pist,” she said. 

And if she got a wild hare and decided 
to get generous with a massage client? 

“I’d be looking for a different career,” 
she said, “I would most likely 
be fired, or at least suspended 
while an investigation took 
place. Plus, my license would 
be affected, I would be fined 
and could even face jail 
time,” 

While therapists face stiff 
penalties for delivering happy 
endings, clients who solicit 
nookie on the massage table 
are likely to get slapped with 
hefty fines for soliciting pros- 
titution, according to state 
law 

The bottom line here is 
simple. Massages are awesome enough; 
you don’t need to risk jail time or your 
therapist’s livelihood by getting greedy 
and gross. 

Happy endings are inaccurately 
named— and there’s the rub, [ sex colum- 
nist JENNI SPINNER IS A REDEYE SEX COLUMNIST. ]
